The number of officers and attendants, 
of all kinds, who form the Queen's Court ia 
not far short of a thousand, many of whom 
hold hereditary posts, and nearly all of 
whom receive liberal, and it may bo thought 
in sume cases extravagant ‘salaries, Tho 
principal offcer is the Lord Steward, who 

absolute control’ over the entire house- 
old, and. whose slightest command must 
be instantly oboyed by every .oflicer and 
servant belonging to the court, ‘oxcoptin, 
those of the Queen's Chamber, Stable an 
Chapel. | He has authority, to hold courts 
for administering Justice and settling dis- 
putes among the dourestic servanta of the 
Queen. This part of: his duties is, how- 
over, ‘rarely performed, and although he 
posscases very extensive patronage in tho 
appointments of subordinate officials, &c., 
the more active dutics of his position are 
left to the master of the houschald, an 
officer who constantly resides within the 
mecinets of the palace. The Lord Steward 
appears at Court uni all state oceasions, and 
the salary he receives is two thousand 
pounds-per anuum, . This office is a poli- 
tical one and is in the gift of the ministry 
of the day, ‘i - 

Noxt in renk to tho Lord Steward is the 
Lord Treasurer, who has’ no particular 
duties to. perform, but is supposed ‘to act 
us deputy to the Lord: Steward {in his 
fibsence) at all state coremonies ; and for 
thia servico he receives a dalary. of nine 
hundred and four. pounds per annum, 
The Controller uf the household is another 
ofticer of 4 similar ‘nature, with nominal 
duties and a similar.salary, :
